Demand Greater Than Supply. 


"Probably no 
one factor 
has had 


greater influence in retarding the intro- 
duction of substantial courses in agri- 
culture in those higher schools whose 
pupils are drawn in large numbers from 
farming districts than the shortage of 
properly qualified teachdrs. 


"It will be several years before the 


supply of men available as instructors 
in agriculture will be sufficient to meet 
the demand. Although the salaries paid 
are from 50 to 100 per cent higher thnn 
are those for instructors in other sub- 
jects in secondary schools, the state col- 
leges of agriculture are finding difficulty 
in pursuading men to qualify specially 
for teaching, because even, those salaries 
are not equal to those paid the gradu- 
ates of these institutions in the agri- 
cultural industries. 


"It is important, however, that prop- 


erly trained men bo obtained. Agricul- 
ture as a high school science has not 
yet\ been developed into good, pedagog- 
ical' form, and until it is so developed 
a higher grade, better trained teacher 
is needed for the agricultural subjects 
than for any other subjects in the high 
school curriculum.

So says Dr. J. R. Hawkins, of North 


Carolina, secretary and commissioner of 
education for the African M. E. church, 
n delegate to the general conference at 
the Allen chapel. Doctor Hawkins has 
made a study of the business status of 
liig race in connection with his regular 
work as one of their foremost educa- 
tors. 


"It probably will startle the world 


•when it realizes that we have acquired 
in the last fifty years over one billion 
dollars in real estate," Dr. Hawkflins 
said. "And that is only* the beginning 
of the rapid forward march which the 
negro is making as a business man. The 
negro could not help being. a business 
man—he was surrounded with it in tho 
days of his'slavery. He was taught 
how to drive a bargain in horses or real 
estate even if his master didn't teach 
him how to read and' write. 


"There are four hundred self-support- 


ing 
newspapers, 
daily 
and weekly, 


owned and published by negroes in the 
United States; three thousand physi- 
cians have been graduated from negro 
nnd white schools and are now practic- 
ing among their people; two thousand 
lawyers have been admitted to the bar 
in the United States'.courts of justice 
and 380 authors are found among our 
race. 


"We own forty-one schools and "col- 


leges, representing an investment of 38 
million dollars, and 45 million dollars 
has boeli spent in church property "for 
negroes. 
Xcgrp men own and control 


fifty-one banks, which are prosperous 
nud' flourishing, and $060,000 has been 
invested in negro libraries. And it is 
significant that in the- southland ne- 
groes own one hundred and eighty thou- 
sand farms on which fifty years ago 
they toiled to the crack of the slave- 
driver's whip. 


"The negro is born American and he 


feels it MS his country. 
Africa has no 


call for him. It is ns.a..fairy .tale ,to 
him.

tures him and makes him strong am

That, doctrine is being taught our 1,- 
650,000 children in the public schools. 


"The negro, does not ask for any spe- 


cial legislation in'his favor. He', is wil- 
ling to-take his chances and is confi- 
dent that he can bear his own burden 
as well as the white man. Arid toward 
that end jve are striving to educate our 


,

Nashville. May 11.—A bulletin is now 


being prepared by the state agricultural 
department on tb- snakes of Tennessee 
and their economic value to the farmer. 


In this bulletin the numerous snakes 


are listed and methods of distinguish- 
ing the poisonous and obnoxious snakes 
are given, as well as antidotes for their 
bites, with first aid to the injured in 
cases' of this sort. The list of useful 
and non-poisonous snakes of the state 
include 230 varieties. 


The standpoint from which this bul- 


letin is written is the economic relation 
that the snake bears to the farmer in 
the destruction of rodent and insect 
life that does so much harm through- 
out the state. It is estimated that more 
than Sl.OOU.dOO damage is done annually 
by rats. mice, rabbits nnd other ani- 
mals of this sort, both in the forest 
and field and in the cities of Tenessec.
